straints and m onopolies.’ 
In many of the 
states the Republican party passed law s mak­ 
ing unlaw ful these com binations and monopo­ 
lies. 
R epublican officials have been industri­ 
ous and persistent in prosecuting violations of 
these anti-trust laws, and under decisions 
rendered in the prosecutions many of these 
com binations have lieen dissolved. The su­

C o l u m b u s. June 2.—The sub-commit­ 
tee on resolutions completed their work. 
The resolutions commend tile last legis­ 
lature for its legislation against trusts, 
denounce lynchings, endorse the ad­ 
ministrations of President M cKinley 
aud Governor 
Bushnell, recommend 
a uniform system of selecting delegates 
from the counties to the state conven­ 
tion, also the advancement of the mer­ 
chant marine and uniform system of 
government for mumcijialities. 
The committee on credentials seated 
the Holcomb delegation from Cleveland, 
which is divided between Daugherty 
aud Nash.

I 
would send 
ships of war and ships of peace, hearing at 
their masthead the Stars and Stripes and the 
white banner of peace into every part of the 
world and ujh»u every billow of the sea 
I 
would send the products of our shops and fac­ 
tories 
of our mines and farms, upon the 
American ships, manned by American sea­ 
men, wherever there were people to buy anti 
water to float the shins. To do this we must 
have naval and com m ercial bases abroad. 
On 
the other shore of the Pacific. 5JU.000,(XX) of 
people an* em erging from barbarism; civilisa 
tion w ill m ultiply their w ants and desires a 
thousand fold, and civilization will supply 
these w ants and satisfy these desires. Our 
flag now floats at Honolulu, on the Alution 
islands, and in the Bay of Manila. 
W ith these 
footholds in the w estern ocean, we shall se­ 
cure our share of the im perial comm erce of 
the Orient and add to our industrial suprem ­ 
acy the suprem acy of the seas. 
“Th e Republican party alw ays fulfilled its 
pledges and fulfilled them prom ptly. 
Its 
promise in ISS** was for tin* enactm ent of a 
tariff law which w ould protect American 
labor and American industry. W ithin 15 days 
of the inauguration of M cKinley congress was 
assembled in extra session, ami in 15 days 
more tile D ingley tariff bill had passed the 
house.

equality and a fair chanco, I subm it that the 
original capitalization was too largely Demo­ 
crat ic. 
“More than ten years ago the Republican 
party in national convention declared as fol­ 
lows: ‘We declare our opposition to all com ­ 
binations of capital, organized i i i trust or oth 
cr wise to control arbitrarily th*- com l!’Jeu of 
trad*- among our citizens: and we recomm end 
to congress and state legislatures iii their re­ 
spective jurisdictions such legislation as will 
prevent the execution of all schem es to op- 
pn ss*the people by undue charges on their 
supplies, or by unjust rates for the transporta­ 
tion of th* products to market. 
We approve 
th** legislation of congress to prevent alike 
unjust burdens and unfair discrim inations 
between th** stat**.’ 
This declaration w as 
within a year of the organization of the first 
trust in the United 8t,»te*. 
“In the congress billow ing John Sherman, 
then a senator of the United States, in tro­ 
duced in the senate a bill with a title as fol­ 
lows: 
‘To declare unlaw ful trusts and com ­ 
binations in restraint of trade and produc­ 
tion.’ On June J8, 18*0, this bill became a law 
w ith the follow ing title: 
An act to protect 
trade and com m erce against unlaw ful 
re­ 
straints and m onopolies.’ 
In many of the 
stab*s the Republican party passed law s mak­ 
ing unlawful these com binations and monopo­ 
lies. 
Republican officials have been industri­ 
ous and persistent in proeecuting violations of 
these anti-trust laws, and under decisions 
rendered in the prosecutions many of these 
com binations have I»een dissolved. The su­ 
preme court of the U nited States, a tribunal

Any policy which does not deal Justly 
and liberally w ith the soldiers of the republic 
w ill not m eet our approbation. 
“The Republicans of Ohio are proud of 
Ohio’s great Senators Foraker and Hanna, 
both of whom have added lustre and renown 
to the greet positions they hold. Ohio Re­ 
publicans never forget grand old Jbhn Sher­ 
man. and to him in his retirem ent this great 
convention sends greeting and love.

AN OUTPOST ATTACKED. 


Rebels W o u n d ed T w o A m erican s N ear 
ban 
F ern a n d o — R e a rra n g e m e n t 
of 
C om m ands — Me*sage* F ro m Otis. 


L o n d o n, June 2.—A special dispatch 
from M anila says th at tile insurgents 
attacked the outposts of the Fifty-first 
Iowa Regim ent at San Fernando, and 
that two Americans were hit. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 2.—The war de­ 
partm ent received the following dis­ 
patch from General Otis at Manila, 
dated June I: 
General Sm ith reports from Negros 
th at he has punished insurgents who 
m urdered Captain T illey; that the east­ 
ern coast of the island now is under 
the American Hag and its inhabitants 
ask protection against robber bands. 
The bands were pursued into the m ount­ 
ains by United States aud native troops 
and severely punished. 
Replying to inquiries of Secretary 
Alger, General Otis telegraphed “ that he 
is still of the opinion that 30,000 troops 
will be necessary for the effective cou- 
tol of theJPhilippuies. ” 
Secretary Alger took General O tis’ 
cable to the president and atter confer­ 
ence w ith him stated th at the text of 
the dispatch would not be made public, 
as it contained other m atters besides 
an answer to his inquiry of the otiier 
day. 
“ It reaffirms General Otis’ estim ate 
made some time ago,” said the secre­ 
tary, “ that 30,0*Kl men would be suffi­ 
cient to cope with the situation. 
As I 
stated yesterday, the regulars u o a x o n 
the way or under orders to go to the 
Philippines will give General Otis about 
24,000 or 25,000 men alter the w ith­ 
draw al of the volunteers.” 
“ W here will the additional 5,000 or 
I,CHAI men for whom General Otis asks 
come from ?” the secretary was asked.

The Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Roo* rd, writing mid* r d a te 
of May 23 about smallpox among th** 
Moqui Indians, says: The smallpox is 
so bad aiming the Moqui Indians in 
Arizona and is spreading so last that 
there is fear that the whole tribe may 
be exterminated. 
In order to stop the 
plague Miss Mary McKee, the agency 
physician, with the assistance of Mr 
Sin leu i ii k* r. the farmer employed by the 
government to teach the Indians the 
science of agriculture and the use of 
modern implements, undertook to vac­ 
cinate the eirtirc tribe, fumigate th. i t 
houses and burn the effects of tin se 
the i who have died or were suffering from 
the disease. 
The Indians made a stubborn resist- 
nnee. They aie fatalists. Their religion 
teaches them that a sick person is un 
der the ban 4 the evil spirit, who can 
only b*> driven away bv incantations 
and the us.* of the magic arts. 
T h e r e ­ 
fore it is not only difficult, hut almost 
impossible, to convince them that small­ 
pox can be prevented by the use of 
simple jiml ordinary precautions. 
Miss 
McKe ■ decided to t a k e matters into her 
own hands, {iud she ordered lip the en­ 
tire tribe for vaccination. The agent of 
the Moqui Indians, a man named Haz 
left, also has the Navajoes under his 
charge and lives with the latter tribe. 
But he readily gave his permission for 
this brave woman doctor to use her own 
judgment in stamping out the plague. 
The Indians did not take the vac­ 
cination seriously 
They are accustom­ 
ed to a good deal of self torture, and a 
little scraping of the skin and soreness 
of the arni was not a matter of much 
consequence to them, but when Miss 
McKee invaded their houses and drove 
them out and put in her pans of sui 
phur they made a decided remonstrance 
Tiii'ii when she seized the clothing, bed 
ding, furniture and other things that 
had been in the rooms of smallpox vie 
tims the relatives who expected to in 
herit the property objected 
But tieithei 
this nor anything else stopped her until 
she had thoroughly cleansed and fumi 
gated two of the seven villages and vac 
cinated every one of their inhabitants 
By that time an account of her per 
forma rices had reached the other pneb 
los, and when she and Mr. Shoemaker 
arrived at the third one morning to hi 
gin their work the head chief appeared 
and 
refused them entrance. 
Behind 
them 
were ranged 
the caciques, or 
priests, the medicine men and the war 
riors of the village, armed with guns, 
hows and arrows and other weapons 
The chief explained that they were will­ 
ing to give the government medicine to 
the sick whenever Miss McKee pre­ 
scribed it, but they could not allow her 
to come into their houses and burn 
their furniture and beds and sting tin 
arms of their women aud children. 
Miss McKee tried to explain the oh 
ject of vaccination and the benefits t( 
be derived from disinfecting, and she 
warned them that unless they permit 
ted her to have her way the whole tribe 
would die of the plague. Her words had 
no effect. 
The inhabitants of this and 
the five other villages absolutely re 
fused to allow her to enter them. 
But 
she was not to be daunted. 
She im 
mediately sent for Mr. Hazlett to come 
over from the Navajoes and persuaded 
him to telegraph to Washington for the 
assistance of troops. Secretary Hitch­ 
cock presented the matter to Secretary 
Alger, and the commanding officer at 
Fort Wingate was instructed to send a 
company of men immediately to Moqui 
to del end Miss McKee and enforce her 
orders. They should have arrived there 
by this time, and it is a pity that a 
Kipling could not go with them to de­ 
scribe the scene that is occurring atxmt 
now, with a delicate little woman as 
the hero instead of the British officer. 
in the thrilling tale that he tells cf the 
attempt to enforce vaccination among 
the natives of India. 
The government 
is going to stand by Miss McKee if it 
takes every soldier left in our territory, 
and the Moquis have got to lie vacci­ 
nated. 
It would have been a blessing if Miss 
McKee had undertaken this duty 25 or 
30 y e a r s ago. for smallpox is almost a1 


w a y s epidemic among the Pueblo In 
diane, and rn* attempt has ever been 
made before to vaccinate them or fn 
niigate th* ii* houses. There are 26 other 
pueblos in Arizona ami New Mexico 
which are also suffering more or le.su 
from smallpox, and Dr. McKee's exam 
pie will doubtless be followed by the 
jther agency physicians 
Dr Mary II McKee is a Pennsyl­ 
vanian and was appointed physician at 
venins Canyon, A T., 
in January. 
1891. with a salary of $1,000 a year 
She is about 35 years of age, slight of 
stature and of delicate physique. 
She 
bas, however, shown a great deal of 
courage, zeal and efficiency, and ranks 
high on th - record* cf the Indian office

And he heard her and lifted up 
his poor head and saw her aud crawled 
to the bars and lay down close beside 
them so she could touch him. She said 
it was only a common crowd there— 
ragamuffins and rough men and women 
— but there was not a dry eve there, 
and they all took off their hats to her 
as they recognized her. 
Two days biter the lion was dead. 
And when she ended lier story her own 
bright eyes were dim, and I think ours 
were too. 
She waved her little hands 
and said 
“ Yon see, my friends, I am 
a real savage. I know no one. not even 
ray fellow artists. I live with my peas­ 
ants and my animals, and I* think with 
my beloved La Fontaine that the com­

STAMPING OUT SMALLPOX PLAGUE.

S e n t t a Un farce H e p Order*. 
The Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Ren rd, writing under date 
of May 23 about smallpox among th* 
Moqui Indians, soys: The smallpox is 
so bad among the Moqui Indians in 
Arizona and is spreading so fast that 
there is fear that the whole tribe may 
be exterminated. 
In order to stop the 
plague Miss Mary McKee, the agency 
physician, with the assistance of Mr 
Shoemaker, the farmer employed by the 
government to teach the Indians the 
science of agriculture and the use of 
modern implements, undertook to vac­ 
cinate the « mire trih*', fumigate their 
houses and burn the effects of th se 
who have died or were suffering from 
th*1 disease. 
The Indians made a stubborn resist­ 
ance. They ate fatalists. Their religion 
teaches them that a sick person is un 
der the ban of the evil 
only be driven away by incantations 
and the us** of th** magic arts. 
There­ 
fore it is not only difficult, hut almost 
impossible, to convince them that small­ 
pox can be prevented by the us** of 
simple and ordinary precautions. 
Miss 
McKe 1 decided t*i take matters into her 
own hands, and she ordered up th** en­ 
tire tribe for vaccination. The agent of 
the Moqui Indians, a man named Haz­ 
ier, also has the Navahoes under his 
charge and lives with the latter tribe 
But he readily gave his permission for 
this brave woman doctor to use her own 
judgment in stamping out the plague. 
The Indiana did not take the vac­ 
cination seriously They are accustom­ 
ed to a good ileal of self torture, and a 
little scraping of the skin and soreness 
of the arni was n< t a matter of much 
consequence to them, but when Miss 
McKee invaded their houses and drove 
them out and put in her pans of sui 
phnr they made a decided remonstrance 
Then when she seized the clothing, bed 
ding, furniture aud other tilings that 
had been in the rooms of smallpox vie 
thus the relatives who expected to in 
bent the property objected But neithet 
this nor anything else stopped her until 
she had thoroughly cleansed and fumi 
gat**d two of the seven villages and vac 
ciliated every one of their inhabitants 
By that time an account of her per 
forma noes had reached th** other pueb 
los, ami when she and Mr. Shoemaker 
arrived at th** third one morning to he 
gin their work the head chief appeared 
and refused them entrance. 
Behind 
them were ranged the caciques, or 
prints, the medicine men and the war 
riors of the village, armed with guns, 
bows and arrows and other weapons 
The chief explained that they were will 
ing to give the government medicine to 
the sick whenever Miss McKee pre 
scribed it, hut they could not allow her 
to come into their houses and burn 
their furniture and bede and sting th* 
arms of their women and children. 
Miss McKee tried to explain the ob 
ject of vaccination and the benefits to 
be derived from disinfecting, and sin 
warned them that unless they permit 
ted her to have her way the whole tribe 
would die of the plague. Her words had 
no effect 
The inhabitants of this aud 
the five other villages absolutely re 
fuse*! to allow her to enter them. 
But 
she was not to be daunted. 
She im 
mediately sent for Mr. Haslett to come 
over from the Navahoes aiel persuaded 
him to telegraph to Washington for th** 
assistance of troops. Secretary Hitch­ 
cock presented the matter to Secretary 
Alger, ami the commanding officer ut 
F*irt Wingate was instructed to send a 
company of men immediately to Moqui 
to del end Miss McKee and enforce her 
orders. They should have arrived there 
by this time. and it is a pity that a 
Kipling could not go with them to de­ 
scribe the scene that is occurring about 
now, with a delicate little woman us 
the hero instead of the British officer, 
in the thrilling tale that he tells cf th** 
attempt to enforce vaccination among 
the natives of India. 
The government 
is going ti * stand by Miss McKee if it 
takes every soldier left in our territory, 
and the Moquis have got to lie vacci 


Hated. 
It would have been a blessing if Mise 
McKee had undertaken this doty 25 or 
30 years ago, for smallpox is almost al­ 
ways epidemic among the Pueblo In 
diana, and no attempt has ever been 
made before to vaccinate them or fn 
mjgate their bouses There ars 26 other 
pueblos in Arizona and New Mexico 
which are also suffering more or less 
from smallpox, and Dr. McKee’s exam 
pl*- will doubtless lie followed by the 
th* r agency physicians 
lYr Mary H McKee is a Pennsyl­ 
vanian and was appointed physician at 
Keams Canyon, A T., 
in January, 
1891, with a salary of $1,000 a year 
She is about 35 years of age, slight of 
stature and of delicate physique. 
She 
has, however, shown a great deal of 
courage, zeal and efficiency, and ranks 
high on the records cf th* Indian office
